Together with the creameries, pub-
liec sales of live stock have proved
most dangerous agents in spreading
foot-and-mouth disease. In Indiana
and Michigan the state authorities ab-
solutely prohibited the holding of such
sales in or adjacent to areas where the

prohibition was not enforced shows
the value of the precaution, but it re.
guires strong and determined action on
the part of the local authorities,
